There is not one bad picture in the collection, and many, 
of them are of the very highest rank. This is, we believe, the first 
attempt at forming a collecti®p.of pictures entirely of a sacred charac- 
ter, which, considering that 411 the eminent paiuters. have taken tha 
greatest part of their subjects from the sacred histories: is. somewhat 
singolar. In our confined space it is impossible to do jastiee: to: the 
many beautiful specimens of art this co!lection contains, but'we mast 
taake particular mexiion of ‘ The Crocifixion,’ carved. in ivory, by thag 
eccentric, but telensed creatrive, Beneveveto Cellioi, the exquisite -fi- 
nish of which, ed as i mere work of art, independent of the as- 
sociation of tde¥s connected with the subject, reuders. it ong.of the 
Bijoux of the salon. Amongst the pictures, those which struck us most, 
were ‘ Clirisc bearing bis Cross,’ by Morales, whieh is the finest spe- 
cimen-of that great artist we ever saw ; the éxpression io the coutte- 
nence of our blessed Savour is truly divine... ‘St. Peter. delivered frons 
Prison,’ by Steenwyck, is a splendid picture; the perspective is ry 
admirable, and the perfect.repose ‘pervading the whole; is: ‘strictly ia 
accordance with the subject. ‘Sameon acd Dalilah,’ by Jan Steen:. 
the story of this picture is treated ie a clencand spirited manner by the 
artist, and the coloring and grooping are in his Beat etyle. 

‘ The Interior of the Great Church at Antwerp,’ by Peter Neess ; 
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‘sThe Prodigal Son,’ by Preti, ‘St. John Preaching,’ by Adam Elshei- 
mer,’ and ‘A Magdalen reposing,’ by Elisabetta Serani, are also among 
the chef d euvres of the collection. ‘There are some cabinet pictures 
of the highest class, No. 84, isa pair of real gems, The collection 
is not only calculated to delight the connoisseur, but it also offers a 
fine study for the artist, exhibiting as it does rare specimens of all 


the celebrated antieot masters. ‘This Exhibition cannot fail to meet 
with encouragement. ’
